“CONFUSION AND FUTILITY"

In a speech at Long Branch last
Saturday President Wilson described
the politicnl clement back of Judge
Hughes as one of “confusion and fu-
tility,” serving under no single cup-
tain, moving in no single direction,
with no single or definite purpose in
mind.
